1 can’t speak for anyone else, but my 
book was ignored by the government, and, 
none of my articles, with one. exception, 
has ever caused any official comment. 

What was that article- all about? 

In my lmi»l: 1 had queslioiifd testimony 
emit aiii'-d in Die Warren Report, by a 
d'-posilorv worker, a Mr. (iiiihons, v.ho 
claimed he forgot his cigarette::, v/eat 
backup to the sixth lloor and saw Oswald 
near the window. The Warren. 
Commission, of course, leaned very 
heavily on tliis man’s testimony which I 
felt smacked of perjury and collusion. 

Now several years later when ! began 
buying declassified Warren Commission 
documents from tlu: National Archives 
and read them carefully for now

initial suspicions about Gibbons’ 
testimony, hut, far from incriminating 
Oswald by placing him on the sixth floor, 
his original story given to the FBI on the 
very day of the assassination was that he 
had’ seen Oswald at 30 minutes before noon 
on the first lloor and that lie had left the 
builuiuM r.t that, time to spend his lunch 
hour with a friend at a nearby parking lot. 

When Mr. Gibbons was called to testify 
before the Warren Gommission the next 
A.-ril. he then told for the very first time 
the story of going hack for the cigarettes. 
Now the lawyer who questioned him was 
fully aware of Gibbons' earlier testimony 
because hi* asked him if he ever told 
anyone that ho saw Oswald at 111 ot noon on 
i he first floor. Tin*, witness said merely, 
"Nn sir,” and the lawyer simply accepted 
• that. . , , , 

In any ease, I wrote an article, nnout 
this inconsistency in August for “The 
Texas Observer.” The editor was so upset 
a i the seriousness of the charges I was 
making that she se.nl. my article in 
advance to the two commission lawyers 
involved. One lawyer declined to 
comment. The. other insisted that what 
* Gibbons said to him in April was more 
authoritative than anything said 
previously to tiie police, FBI or secret 
service, in private correspondence with 
me, this second lawyer has only been 
abusive, angry and hysterical.
